I HAVE ENCLOSED OUR VERSION OF THE NEW OUTLINE OF THE 
US-FRG ENVIRONMENTAL AGREEMENT, ALONG THE LINES DISCUSSED 
BY DIETER KUPFER AND DAVID STROTHER. IF IT SQUARES WITH 
YOUR UNDERSTANDING OF HOW THE AGREEMENT MIGHT BEST BE 
REARRANGED, WE CAN FORMALLY APPROVE IT. THE TOPIC OF 
NOISE IS ELIMINATED SINCE SATISFACTORY CONTACTS ARE MAIN- 
TAINED THROUGH THE OECD. ALTHOUGH IT HAD BEEN PROPOSED 
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THAT THE GASOLINE AND FUEL SPECIFICATIONS BE MOVED TO THE 
GENERAL PROJECT ON INFORMATION EXCHANGE, I 

BELIEVE IT IS PREFERABLE TO ELIMINATE THEM ENTIRELY FROM

5. ABOUT DECEMBER 14, GERMAN EMBASSY RECEIVED FROM MFA A 
REPORT ON THE BONN DISCUSSIONS OF THE FUTURE SHAPE OF THE 
US-FRG AGREEMENT. THAT VERSION WAS ORGANIZED IN SUCH A 
WAY AS TO MAKE IT ALMOST IMPOSSIBLE TO COMPARE WITH EPA 
VERSION FORWARDED WITH MRS. POPKIN'S LETTER. FRG EMBASSY 
THEREFORE SENT COPY OF POPKIN LETTER WITH ATTACHMENT
